Maintenance of Swine, 


lh inveetigational work with swine 
it was found that in wintering brood 
aows on & harrow, nutritive ratio 
produced largely from concentrated 
feeds, the cost was fil®een cents per 
day for mature sowa, whereas with 
¢roups using more roughage the cost 
was reduced to eight and nine cents 
por day. 

An extensive experiment with.com- 
merelal hog feeda versus home-grown 
feeda showed that under average 
farm conditions none of the commer- 
clal hog feeds used was as economical 
as a well-balanced mixture produced 
on the farm. 


Maintenanec of BRecf Cattle. 


Cort investigations conducted with 
beef cattle gave the following inter- 
esting figures: The average cost of 
feeding breeding beef cows in the 
College herd was 15.9 centa per day. 
The cost of Jabor per cow per day 
was 7 cents. The value of the manure 
per cow per day was 5.8 cents, and 
the cost of bedding per cow per day 
was 1.9 cents. The total feed and 
labor cost per cow per year, after 
deducting the value of manure, was 
$69.35. The average weight of beef 
calves born during the year 1922 was 
77.33 pounds. 

Coat of Maintenance of Herd Bire. 

In the cost of mainteance Investi- 
gations conducted with the herd sires, 
the following figures were obtained: 
For the Shorthorn herd sire, $129.60 
per year was required; for the Here- 
ford, $103.78: for the Angua, 
$107.88: and for the Jersey, $86.26. 
The bulls were of different ‘ages and 
of different weighta, so no breed eom- 
parison ean be drawn. The figures 
indicate that it really costs something 
to maintain a herd sire, and that the 
man who maintains such an animal 
for the use of various cow owners is 
entitled to a larger fee than he usm 
ually demands. 


Gost of Maintenance of Dairy Cattle. 


The cost of maintenance for dry 
cows and heifers was shown to be 
$8.60 per month. Some work was 
also done in an attempt to discover 
a satisfactory method of handling 
veal calves from dairy cows. The 
results show that dairy calves for 
veal should be marketed at the ear- 
liest possible age at which the market 
will accept them. It was also found 
that to make satisfactory veal while 
milk was necessary. 


Cost of Milk and Butter Fat. Pro- 
duction. 


In investigational work with datry 
‘cattle conducted at the Ontario Agri- 
cultural College to show the com- 
parative economy of milk production 
and butter-fat production with the 
Jifferent breeds, it was found that the 


Holsteins produced milk at twenty-. 


hree cents less per hundredweight 
than did the Ayrshires, bul in pro- 
iucing a pound of butter-fat there 
was only .03 cent difference. It 
‘ound that there was very Te gy 
ference in the cost of productiogy 
Ayrahires and Holsteins, and thal 
milk production it cost more @ 
Jersdys, but they (the Jerseys)j 
duced butter-fat a little cheaper 
did the other two breeds.-—De

Put the sugar, molasses and water 
in a saucepan and cook slowly, stirring 
frequently. Cook to a temperature of 
265 deg. F. Remove from the fire, add 
soda and salt and stir. Pour into a 
greased pan and let stand until cool 
enough to handle. 

Pull until quite firm and of a light 
creamy color. Cut into pieces and 
wrap in oiled paper. 


FRUIT-AND-NUT CONFECTION. 


Not everyone can eat or cares for 
sugar candy. For these and for chil- 
dren, this fruit-and-nut confection is 
a perfect substitute. 

Chop fine—chopping is better than 
grinding—figs, dates, citron, stoned or 
seedless raisins, a litle lemon and 
orange peel, English and black wal- 
nuts, almonds, pecans. Use these in- 
gredients in any preferred proportion 
—some like more nuts, less figs, more 
or less peel and so on. Peanuts are 
not best for this mixture. Moisten to 
taste with lemon and orange juice. 
Mix thoroughly. Shape in balls or 
“eroquettes” and roll in confectioner’s 
sugar. Or, pack hard into a shallow 
pan and cut in slices. Serve on plate
